FEAT WITHOUT 
COMMERCIAL VALUE 


Extravagant Predictions of 
What Would Result From 


Achievement Not Yet musk 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 2.—Lord Ruther- 
ford, one of the world’s foremost 
scientists, yesterday disclosed that 
two young Cambridge physicists 
had achieved one of the greatest 
goals of all scientific research. 

They split an atom. 

(This is not to be confused with 
the accomplishment of Dr. Carl 
Anderson at the California Institute 
of Technology, who devised an elec- 
tromagnet last year which made 
possible the photographing of an 
atom’s nucleus while it was being 
dissipated by the cosmic ray). 

In reviewing the details of what 


he termed a “discovery of great sci- | 


entific importance,” Rutherford 
said the successful  investiga- 
tors of the atom were Dr. J. D. 
Cockroft and Dr. E. T. S. Walton, 
both of whom have been working 
on their problem for-several yéars 
with special apparatus erected 
under the supervision of Lord 
Rutherford himself. 

Optimistic scientists long have 
hoped for the split atom, some con- 
tending that when this feat was ac- 
complished a boundless source of 
energy would be made available to 
the world. 

World Intact Despite Prediction. 

For instance, it has been  ex- 
travagantly predicted that if the 
energy of the atom could be re- 
leased, one drop of water would 
furnish enough power to run all the 
machinery of the world. Also, it 
hus been predicted that if a pound 
of coal could be annihilated; the 
energy released would be sufficient 
to move an ocean liner across the 
Atlantic. 

On the other hand, there have 
been some timorous extremists who 
feared that man’s accomplishment 
of splitting an atom would mean 
the hurling of the world to de- 
struction. 

“Tt is difficult to say to what this 
discOvery may lead,” Dr. Ruther- 
ford explained today. “Up to the 
present the experiments have not 
yielded anything which will be of 
immediate commercial value. 

“FT have seen it stated fhat this 
discovery means we shall be able 
to produce an immense accumula- 
tion of added electrical energy for 
commercial purposes. . But we can- 
not claim that for our experiments 
up to the present, for the simple 
reason that for every particle of 
energy we get it requires millions 
of particles to make it effective. 

“The experiments, however, are 
of great scientific interest and are 
likely to be powerful agents in ex- 
tending our knowledge of the 
atom.” 

Broken Under 120,000 Volts. 

Rutherford did not refer to 
_the fears expressed/in the past 
about dissolution the world, pre- 
sumably feeling t they were an- 
swered by the fact that the world 
is still intact. 

Dr. Cockroft eid: he and his col- 
league bombayded hydrogen atoms 
with a volt ef 120,000 and that 
under the bémbardment hydrocen 
atoms began\to break up into he- 
lium, a still raxer gas. The hclium 
atoms, he said,-came out of the 
bombardment with energies of 10v 
to 160 times those of the particles 
fired into them. 

“Only one particle broke up, how- 
ever, for every 10,000,000 particles 
used to bombard it, he said. 


Atom a Part of Molecular Theory 
of Physics. 

The atom is a part of the molec- 
ular theory of physics, which con- 
tends that all matter is composed 
of molecules, which are in ‘turn 
composed of atoms and which 
eventually lead back to the simple 
idea that electric energy forms the 
basis of all matter. 

This has been vastly revised in 
recent years until it has been made 
certain that atoms exist and are 
composed of several particles. Thus, 
a molecule of water is composed of 
two atoms of hydrogen and one of 
oxygen. — 

Lorg Rutherford won his title in 
1914 because of his remarkable 
progress in the field of phsyics, es- 
pecially in experiments with: the 
conduction of electricity through 
gases and radioactivity. He is a 
native of New Zealand and is di- 
rector of experimental physics at 
the Cavendish Laboratory, Cam- 
bridge, a post he has held since 
1919.

Representative Delaney (Dem.) 
New York, also introduced a reso- 
lution to- request the President to 
pardon the three Navy men and 
restore them to duty.

Meanwhile, a. bill to prevent two 
“hung. juries” from operating as an 
acquittal in Hawaiian criminal 
cases was passed by the Senate.

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POLICEMEN SPRAY 
ITCH POWDER ON

Fight Ensues When Parade Is 


Stopped at Thrums, B. C.

NELSON, B. C., May 2.—Police 
used itch powder and short lengths 
of garden hose as weapons yester- 
day when they’ encountered 200 
Doukhobors on parade at Thrums, 
16 miles from Nelson. Authorities 
arrested 117 men and women, 
Members of the religious: sect, 
many of whom were nude, fought 
back, turning several streams of 
water on the officers. The police 
sprang clear of the water and 
sprayed the powder on the exposed 
bodies of the men and women, 
finally herding them into an 
orchard where they were held until 
trucks arrived to bring them here. 
The prisoners, 33 women and 84 
men, will be arraigned ‘during the 
week.

It was the second demonstration 
at Thrums in 24 hours. On Satur- 
day the Doukhobors held a parade, 
during which there was a distur- 
bance. _When police arrived all was 
quiet.

CALLS 85 PCT. OF ARITHMETIC. 
TAUGHT IN SCHOOL ‘DEAD WOOD 


Dr. Robert K. Speer Says Much of 
It Is Retained on Now Discarded 
“Mental Discipline” Theory. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Eighty- 
five per cent of the arithmetical in- 
struction to school pupils should be 
eliminated, in the opinion. of ‘Dr. 


Robert K. Spee> of New York Uni- 
versity. He regards most of it 
“dead wood.”’ 
In a speech over the National 
Broadcasting System last night Dr. 
Speer said: 
“Who cares if children are not 
proficient in complex fractions, 
arithmetical ratios, foreign ex- 
change, arithmetical and geometri- 
cal progression, involution, square 
and cubic reot? The fact of the 
matter is that a lot of the school 
curriculum, including arithmetic, is 
dead wood—some of it is retained 
on the now disproved and unfor- 
tunately not wholly discarded the- 
ory of mental discipline. 
“If we teach all the children,” 
he added, “the arithmetic necessary 
in the following qctivities—buying 
at a store, making change, reading, 
writing letters and traveling—we 
will have covered a large percent- 
age of their total use of arithme- 
tic.”

Although “Senate incumbents 
thus far have come through the 
early primaries in good order it is 
generally conceded on Capito! Hill 


that some of the 34 to seék re- 
election will meet contentious polit- 
ical resistance. 

The House is certain to lose 27 
of its present members through the 
reapportionmegt that becomes ef- 
fective with the Seventy-third Con- 
gress. By the failure of several | 
states gaining and losing seats to 
redistrict, naany members will have 
to run at large. Eleven states take 
27 seats from 21 states. The effect 
of the reapportionment already has 
been felt by the Pennsylvania, Ne- 
braska and Illinois delegations, al- 
though the latter states failed to re- 
district on its previous basis. 

Many Representatives, who in 
previous years have escaped hav- 
ing opponents in the primaries, are 
engaged in bitter campaigns. Al- 
ready in many Southern and Mid- 
Western states, where nomination 
virtually means election, there are 
numerous contests. 

Contestants of the incumbents 
are attacking their records made 
in the House this session on the 
Hoover moratorium, the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, the 
Beck-Linthicum resolution for re- 
/submission .of. the eighteenth 
amendment, and the still pending 
controversial revenue and economy 
bills. The prospective record vote 
this week on governmental salary 
cuts will take its place as a major 
issue in some districts. 

Several House members are 
seeking seats in the Senate. They 
include Representative Charles A. 
Crisp of Georgia, Phil Swing and 
Joe Crail of California, with a pos- 
| sibility of Ralph Horr, a wet, of 
| Washington, entering the race 
against Senator Jones, author of | 
the Jones five-and-ten law.

By the Associated Press. 
| WE WYORK. May 2.—If the 
human eye were sensitive enough, 
the night sky would be red of 
orange instead of black. This is 
demonstrated by photographs taken 


with a spectroscope. 
This instrument is a glass prism 


which separates light into its wave 


the rainbow. Red at one side rep- 


resents the longest light waves and 
‘blue at the other the shortest. - 

| Improvements in spectroscopes 
and careful observations by astron- 
‘omers have brought out a distinctly 
visible night sky spectrum. 

It does not come from the light 
of stars. It appears to be an emis- 
sion of light from some other 
source. It is not known whether 
this night light is all to be attrib- 
uted to the earth’s atmosphere, or 
whether some of it may originate 
in stellar depths, and so represent 
energy coming from outerte this 
| planet. 

Whatever its source, this radia- 

tion is the same thing as sunlight, 
although vastly léss in quantity. It 
is the same kind of energy where- 
with the sun’s radiation keeps the 
world alive. 
The first night sky picture was 
an auroral spectrum line, green- 
yellow in color. This same green- 
yellow line is emitted in the light 
of the milky way. The next find- 
ing was another line, this time 
orange, but still seemingly related 
to the aurora. 

More recently the night spectrum 
has revealed a group.of lines show- 
‘ing the presence of the red light.

Frank Er- 
hart of Kansas City, favored by 
many to capture the event, was 
dogged by ill luck, a flat tire and 
a spill tending to slow him up.

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COMPETITION AND ELECTRIC RATES. 

The irritating effect of competition on a public 
utility accustomed to the benefits of monoply is 
‘shown by the extraordinary efforts of Louis H. Egan, 
president of Union Electric Light & Power Co., to 
gain a voice in the affairs of the Laclede Power & 
Light Co. : : 
The Laclede company, which is small compared 
with the huge Union system, is controlled by the 
interests in charge of the gas company. It has been 
aggressively seeking electric customers in St. Louid¢ 
for several years. Its gross revenue has grown from 
$1,570,000 in 1927 to $1,953,000 in 1931. It undersells 
the Union company, a fact which led Union last sum- 
mer voluntarily to reduce rates to large commercial 
consumers such as office buildings, hotels and depart- 
ment stores—the class of users most sought by the 
Laclede company. 
Havitig been unable to buy the Laclede electrical 
business at a satisfactory price, Mr. Egan five years 
ago suggested to the officials of the North American 
Co., holding corporation for Union Electric, that they 
‘bay in the market such stock of the Laclede Power & 
Light Co. as they were able to obtain. Seventy per 
cent of this stock was in a voting trust controlled by 
Utilities Power & Light Corporation, and was not 
available. At prices ranging from $90 to $280 a share, 
Mr. Egan’s associates rounded up voting trust cer- 
tificates representing 26 per cent of the stock. 
In hearings before the Missouri Public Service 
Commission, seeking authority for Union Electric to 
buy and hold these shares, Mr. Egan frankly testified 
he hoped to gain control of the Laclede company be- 
cause he thought all electrical service in St. Louis 
should be provided by one company. The commis-

Alderman 
Reinhardt, who introduced the amendment in the 
Board of Aldermen by request, has introduced a bill 
to repeal it. Aldéfman Bilers, chairman of the Legis- 
lation Committee, which will pass on the repealer, 
says a public hearing on it will be held on the 
earliest possible date, May 13. An effort will be 
made, Eilers declares, to pass the repealer with an 
emergency clause, in time to become effective before 
the zoning amendment would go into force on May 
19. That should assure frustration of the scheme to 
rezone this corner. |

ROAD REQUIREMENTS OF ST. LOUIS COUNTY. 
St. Louis County is approaching realization of plans 
for a splendid systém of hard roads. Added to the 
county's own growing netwofk of paved thorotigh- 
fares is the 100-mile supplementary layout which the 
State has just announced it will take over and main- 
tain. Radiating as principal arteries are the main 
State roads. | 
Several years ago the county’s road system was de- 
plorableé—there was a lack of through routes, many, 
districts were in comparative isolation and the mile 
age of smooth pavements was small. Broad roadways 
were almost unknown. Thanks to the county’s $10, 
000,000 road bond issue of 1928 and development by 
the State, under authority of its own 1928 bond 
issue, the picture is changed. Construction already 
carried out and plans now under way .will combine 
to serve traffic well, give quick and convenient access 
among néighborhoods and break up congestion. The 
county will be able to build more highways and main- 
tain its system better by virtue of the State’s aid in 
taking over the supplementary routes. 
It is gratifying to note that the official major high: 
way plan, prepared by experts, has heen followed fatr- 
ly well. The county, however, has not reached the 
end of its task. Additional through and local arteries 
are needed in some sections, more cross-county and 
radial roads must be provided, old surfaces should be 
replaced, many jogs and bad curves should be ¢or- 
récted. Special attention should’ be given to widen:

During the 28 years between the day 
when Wilbur Wright attained an estimated 
40 miles an hour on man’s first flight and 
that when Flight Lieut. E. C. Stainforth, 
of the British Royal Air Force, set up 
the present world’s record of 407.5 miles 
per hour, the airplane has been speeded 
up an average of slightly over 13 miles 
per hour each year. The era of real speed 
began in 1922 when the 200-mile mark was 
reached. Since then, thé pressure on Father 
Time has been continuous and hag become 
an international pastime. 

International competition for the Jacques 
Schneider marine trophy, popularly known 
as the Schneider cup race, has chiefly boen 
responsible for the fact that man may now 
travel only slightly slower than a pistol 
bullet. Real competition began when Lieut. 
“Jimmie” Doolittle won at Bay Shore Park 
in 1925, setting a world’s straightaway 
mark of 24% miles per hour, and ended 
when the British won permanent posses- 
sion Of the Schneider cup at Cowes ing@931. 

‘The world’s fastest airplane is virtually 
an engine with wings to sustain it in the 
air and pontoons to support it on the water 
(it is a seaplane). As an afterthought, a 
tiny cockpit is provided for the pilot. The 
engine develops 2300 horsepower and 
weighs 1630 pounds, providing oné horse- 
power for each .7 pound of weight. Tho 
airplane must fly at least 115 miles per 
hour to stay in the air, and at this speed 
it lands and takes off, 
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[: HAS been said that speed is the only 


The greatest sirgle contribution to the 
speed of this vehicle is the remarkable 
achievement of ite engine builder, who set 
& new mark for power-weight ratio. This 
engine in 1929 weighed 1530 pounds and 
delivered 1900 horsepower..In 1981 the 


hundred new horses were found at the ex- 
pense of 100 pounds of metal. 
Since 1925, maximum speeds have in- 
creased at an average rate of 35 miles per 
year, and thus about three years shoula 
be required to increase the maximum speed 
of aircraft from 407 to 600 miles per hour, 
if we use the average yearly increase as a 
criterion. In short, the law of averages 
seems to indicate that, if the past rate of 
dévelopment should obtain, by December, 
1934, we should be able to fly 500 miles 
per hour. 
 Inereasing the power of the engine is 
not the only way to attain greater speed. 
We may decrease head resistance by bet- 
ter shapes of fuselage, wings and struts, 
and by suppressing ¢very part that ufneo- 
éssarily séts up resistance. Aerodynamics 
has played ite part in the search for more 
speed. 

The public is intrigued by fantastic 
prophecies of speeds which we m y be able 
to attain in the stratosphere, where thé air 
is very thin and thus creates less resistance 
to the passage of bodies through it. To navi- 
gate the stratosphere, both engine and the 
human beings concerned must receive arti- 
ficial respiration, They must work in an 
atmosphere of normal pressure, which is 
supplied to the engine by a super-charger,

If we, were to fit the world’s fastest plane 


with a variable pitch propeller and. take it 
up to 30,000 feet, we should be able to at- 
tain 500 miles per hour, for if we retain 
sea-level power at altitudes and use the 
variable pitch propeller, we should be abio 
to increase our speed theoretically 1 per 
cent for each 1000 feet increase in alti- 
tude. We have flown at 40,000 feet, so if 
we were able to combine all our maxima in 
one airplane, we shvould be able, under 
proper conditions, to fly 560 miles per hour. 
Ten miles'a minute does not seem so tér- 
ribly far in the future. 

As to the effect on human beings, pilots 
who have flown dover 400 miles an hour 
experience nothing different from speeds 
one-fourth as great. It is only when the 
plane deviates from a straight course that 
centrifugal force comes into play and dis- 
organizes the pilot. Our modern pursuit 
airplanes, which are. built for maximum 
speed and strength, can withstand greater 
stress than can the pilot. 

Tests have been made in which a pursuit 
plane was dived at great speed and sud- 
denly yanked out of the dive. In such tests, 
the pilot suffers greater damage than the 
airplane, for while the plane is unharmed, 
pilots have been rendered unconscious by 
removal of blOod from the brain and have 
suffered minor dislocation of vital organs, 
all this resulting from suddenly aroused 
centrifugal forces.

The world’s fastest airplane could fly 
from Baltimore to New York in’26 minutes, 
Give it a 100-foot start on a pistol bullet 
and it would stay in the lead. Shoot at it 
the moment it passes and your bullet mig 
as much as scratch the paint: 

The search for greater speed has yearly 
called for all the artifice of the engine and 
airplane designer. The ultimate in every 
phase of design must be combined to pro- 
duce thé ultimate in speed. These ultimate, 
however, while good for spurts, are not fits 
ted for the long grind. Thus military and 
commefcial aviation as commonly practiced 


must be satisfied with compromises in favor 


of greater reliability and safety. 

While the record-breaker flies 407 miles 
an hour, the fastest military airplane must 
be content with 230 and its commercial 
brother with 200. It is to the search for 
speed in aviation that we must credit the 
fact that we may. now fly 200 miles per 
hour commercially, and with safety.

ing to the failure of recent emigrants to 
find employment abroad. 

Expressing an opinion on Mr. De Valera's 
personal attitude, Mr. Gwynn says that 
though “it will surprise all those who have 
watched his career i¢ he changes—experi- 
ence in office has always produced unts- 
pected changes in politicians.”

{HITLER 1S COMPARED 
~TOJAZZ BAND LEADER 


thane Book Says He Behaves 
Like “Excited Taxpayer 
Suffering With Cramps.” 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 2. — Adolf 
Hitler, Germany’s Fascist leader, 
i$ & super-salesman selling poli- 
tical thoughts carefully worded to 
appeal to mass psychology, Emil 
Lengyél says in his book “Hitler,” 
published today. 

Adolf Hitler has made his way 
to fame, Lengyél says, by employ- 
ing for his own purpose the im- 
mense capacity of the masses to 
obey commands, and by insisting 
that authority should belong sole- 
ly to one leader. 

“Hitler’s greatest contribution to 
his success in German politics is 
his firm belief that he is right and 
the rest of Germany is wrong, “ob- 
serves Lengyel. “He actually be- 
lieves most of the absurd things he 
says. Yet, he has manipuated his 
convictions so cleverly, and has em- 


fices, that today one hardly knows 
where the mad apostel ends and 
the comedian begins.” 

The leader of the German Na- 
tional Socialist party cannot look 
a fact in the face without becom- 
ing frightened, in Lengyel’s opin- 
ion. He draws on his “neurotic 
excesses” to make other people la- 
bor for him. 

Calling Hitler an enigma, Leng- 
yel says he has been represented 
as a mountebank and a genius, a 
colossal bluffer and a political 
prodigy.” 

“He behaves like an excited tax- 
payer suffering from the cramps,” 
one critic is quoted as saying. 
Lengyel partly explains the enigma 


by saying that Hitler “expresses | 


the restlessness of a growing gen- 
eration which always wants ‘some- 
thing new.’ 

“Hitler is the product of the jazz 
age. At the same time he is thé 
leader of a huge jazz orchestra, 
many million persons strong. He 
is the ‘drummer,’ as he likes to 
describe himself. 

“Hitler preaches political exigen- 
cies. He gives expression to Ger- 
many’s conversion to individual- 
ism.”’

LEEP walking, or somnambul- 
ism, as it is technically known, 
always has fascinated the laity 
and scientists.

We find somnambulism in Shak- 
speare’s tragedy of Macbeth, and 
in a number of German novels. 

At the time mesmerism was in 
vogue, somnambulists, or those 
who walked in their sleep were 
thought to possess extraordinary, 
and clairvoyant powers. 

In somnambulism a person rises 
from his bed in the night appar-., 
ently asleep. His eyes may be 
closed or half open, and yet he 
does not seem to perceive things. 

However, he may go through 
what appear like purposeful ac- 
tions, and even answer questions 
correctly, but has no memory' of 
these incidents when wakened. 

In this respect the somnambul- 
ist resembles a person under the 
influence of hypnosis. There is a 
body of literature devoted to the 
subject in which many marvelous 
things are told about sleep walk- 
ers, but most of the instances are 
unsubstantiated. 

The influence of the moon upon 
sleep walkers, planet or star gaz- 
ing, roof climbing, the performance 
of ‘hazardous tasks with skill and 
surefootedness, are matters attrib- 
uted to the condition but lacking 
the proof of good authority. 

The condition is not rare among 
children, It occurs. most frequent- 
ly in those of a nervous tempera- 
ment, or who have been subjected 
to severe excitement. Digestive dis- 


turbances, may contribute to sleep” 


walking, 

Among adults the condition is 
more rare, but still not uncommon, 
Here, in addition to the causes cit- 
ed as affecting children, must be 
added the peculiar conditions of 
wandering manias, 


In all instances sleep walking 


must be looked upon as the mani- 
festation of psychologic and emo- 
tional disturbance requiring com- 
petent medical treatment.
